basis of that right unless it be by posses­ 
sion. 
But let that pass. 
To return to 
that Senatorial convention the Standard 
says. 
‘ The entire number of regularly np 
pointed delegates present in said conven 
tion assembled was at no time more than 
sixteen, two less than a q uorum ," 
Exactly. 
We might here close the ar­ 
gument by suggesting that that was a 
sufficient cause for adjournment. 
Our 
neighbor complains that the “ chairman 
polled the Whiteside delegation and re ­ 
fused to poll the Lee delegates, ” This is 
misleading. 
Nearly 
one-third of 
the 
Whiteside delegates refused to have their 
votes recorded as the chairman of their 
delegation had announced to tin* secre­ 
tary, and when a call tif tin* roll was de­ 
manded by three members of that delega 
tion tin- chairman could only comply. 
There wa> uo objection raised in the Lee 
county delegation to the vote as given by 
it* chairman 
The Standard complains that the chair 
man refused to permit the delegates from 
W hifeaiile l<> east nineteen votes. 
That 
q uestion did n o t come fairly before the 
c invention. 
The sfiok esinan, Mr Johns, 
voted pine teen against adjournment to 
which three Whiteside delegates objected 
and demanded a roll call, 
which was 
granted and as a voter has but one vote, 
each deli gate could then cast but one. 
The chairman should 
n o t be blamed for 
following the time-honored custom, that 
Republicans have renpeeted, of each voter 
easting but one vote 
However, bad the 
t\ hitesiile delegation voted nineteen votes 
it would 
n o t have changed the action of 
the conveation; three of the delegating 
voting with Lee gave a majority lot H,| 
yVttuuivi11' 
Therefore no injustice re 
suited. 


The A?'mi.son convention 
elected only 
ten delegates to represent Wh itesid e coun 
ty therefore it is q uestionable whether 
uiore than ten votes could properly he 
cast by that delegation. 
Thotigh a eottn 
ty may lie entitled to a representation of 
three members in a legislature should it 
elect but one it would have but one vote 
in that body. 
Aside from law custom 
should rule in such matters. 
You should, 
brothers, remember this parliamentary 
law or you may he caught napping by 
parties less generous than the Lee dele­ 
gates, who will not give you the benefit of 
an adjournment that you may rectify 
your blunders. 
We again q uote 
tin* 
Standard 
1 be q uestion was ask ed the Lee coun­ 
ty delegates several times who is to call 
extra convention and who has power to 
fill this delegation, but none of them 
eliose to impart the information ’ 
There was nothing uncouth intend« d, 
brother, by our delegates. 
Advice would 
have been impertinent on so plain a prop­ 
osition, and then it was not for Lee to 
dictate to neighbors how they should ap 
point delegates; especially when believ­ 
ing that the people of Whiteside k new 
enough to select delegate s to a Senatorial 
convention; at least after the experience 
of the last effort. 
There are two clever 
modes of appointing delegates: By con­ 
ventions and through central 
commit 
tees. 
Whiteside having a committee-man 
located in each voting district, that would 
seem to be a proper mode of securing a 
fair representation. 
We had hoped that 
the matter would be settled by a conven­ 
tion in which the ouly business was that 
of selecting delegates. 
In that case the 
result would have been a lair expression, 
without wire pulling or trading, of the 
wishes of the Republicans of Whiteside. 
If Doctor Snyder had been endorsed then 
his most bitter opponent would have been 
forced to confess that the charges against 
him regarding wire pulling methods were 
unfounded. 
In that c a*e 
much go« d 
would have resulted from the action of 
the adjournment.
